On tax hike for town raises

In April, Andover officials 
presented Town Meeting voters 
with a budget that raised taxes as 
much as they thought possible, 
yet the budget did not include 
any money for raises for town 
employees. All Andover union 
contracts expired in June. Now 
that the town knows that 
Andover experienced more new 
growth than expected, officials 
want to raise taxes further. 

On Nov. 9, Special Town 
Meeting voter will decide 
whether to approve a tax hike to 
put money into a stabilization 
fund. Officials have said they 
want to have money to offer at 
the bargaining table during con- 
tract negotiations. But the Spe- 
cial Town Meeting article does 
not require the money to be 
spent on raises. The money 


could be used to cover anything 
in the operating budget. 
Specifically Article | would 
allow officials to raise an addi- 
tional $600,00, causing the aver- 
age residential property taxpayer 
to shoulder a $43 hike in this 
current year’s taxes. The average 
taxpayer already approved a 
$191 increase over the previous 
year at April Town Meeting. 
This mid-fiscal-year tax 
increase is possible under Propo- 
sition 24 because Andover offi- 
cials estimated new growth 
would total $1.2 million when 
they were compiling the budget 
approved at the annual Town 
Meeting. Due to a boom in con- 
struction activity, the new 
growth figure will be closer to 
$1.8 million. This lets the town 
increase the amount it is allowed

Andover voters turned out in numbers never 
before seen, some arriving at the polls before the 
morning sunlight. These voters supported nearly 
all Democratic candidates at the polls, the lone 
exception being Republican Sheriff Frank 


Cousins Jr. 


In Massachusetts, that meant Andover voters 
backed winners. But Andover favorite John 
Kerry lost his campaign for president, and 
reportedly planned to concede defeat after 
Townsman deadline Wednesday. Locally, Kerry 


collected 9,193 votes to George Bush’s 7,903. 
Michael Badnarik received 106 votes; David 
Cobb, 60. There were 84 votes for write-in can- 
didates, including 51 for Ralph Nader. 
Congressman Marty Meehan will continue to 
represent Andover thanks in part to receiving 
10,248 votes in Andover. His challenger, 
Thomas Tierney, received 6,458 Andover votes 
All three state legislator incumbents closed 
the days as winners. Sen. Sue Tucker and state 
Reps. Barry Finegold and Barbara L Italien, all 
Andover residents, were reelected, and carried 


their hometown.

Their pleas have been heard. 

After four years of applica- 
tions and an inflexible local bud- 
get, the Andover Fire Depart- 
ment won a $102,000 federal 
Homeland Security grant yester- 
day for firefighter protection. 

“We're thrilled with it. This 
is huge for us,” 
Charles Murnane Jr. said. 

The grant covers almost 
$70,000 for personal protection 
for firefighters including safety 
harnesses, portable radios, 
mobile data terminals and 
portable lights. The rest of the 
money is for specialized equip- 
ment, including a Jaws of Life 
tool, a trench rescue kit and 
stretcher system. 


The grant was “firefighter 
driven,’ with members of the 


department suggesting needs

and compiling proposals. 

One of the impetuses for 
the grant was the need to 
equip the department’s newest 
rescue vehicle approved at Town 
Meeting. 

“We showed the need. We 
wouldn’t have been able to get 
this stuff any other way,” Mur- 
nane said. 

Murnane said the grant will 
help the department meet its 
expanding needs in public safety 
and rescue, beyond traditional 
firefighting.

It cost the town almost dou- 
ble what it budgeted to acquire 
land because it engaged in 
lengthy negotiations instead of 
taking land by eminent domain, 
said Guidice. 

There was also the additional 
cost of police details — almost $1 
million more than the town had 
planned. 

“All of these things kind of 
came together and wacked us,” 
said Public Works Director Jack 
Petkus. 

Petkus said his department 
obtained a list of streets that 
could have typical public works 
jobs done without public safety 
details present. 

“We made the bad assump- 
tion of thinking the same thing 
would apply to the sewer project 
as well,” said Petkus. 

Petkus said the town also 
decided not to send school buses 
on detours, hiking up the cost. 

We couldn’t allow that to hap- 
pen; 95 percent of parents are 
out there waiting for their kids 
to come home,” said Petkus. 

He said just under $1 million 
was budgeted to pay for public-

safety details. Officials now 
know they needed twice as 
much to finish the job. 

Marden said police should 
have been more involved from 
the start, and Petkus agrees. 

“We under budgeted. It is 
embarrassing coming 
Town Meeting and asking for 
money again,” said Petkus. 

But Police Chief Brian Pat- 
tullo said he is not sure how 
much more insight into the real 
cost the police could have 


offered based on what went out | 


to bid. 

“T don’t think it would have 
made a difference,” said Pattul- 
lo. “They weren't going to close 


the road. The job was bid for | 


two-way traffic (on South Main 
Street/Route 28) and that could- 
n't have been done.” 

Pattullo said the contractor 
changed the scope of the project 
and didn’t plan accordingly. 
Police were involved in an inter- 
departmental review near the 
beginning of the project, but 
were under the impression 
South Main Street would remain 
open, said Pattullo. Closing por- 
tions of South Main Street 
upped the costs. 

Pattullo said there have been 
two to six public-safety workers 
on each construction scene at a 
time. When the detail work was 
budgeted, public safety workers 
earned $35 per hour for details. 


But since the sewer project was | 


approved, a new contract was 
signed, bumping hourly pay to 


$40 per hour. Police and other | 
public safety workers have also | 


been pulling nine-hour days, not 
eight. The last hour is paid at 
time and a haif. 

There are 210 homes still 


waiting to be connected to sew- | 


ers as part of the project, Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski said. 
Stapezynski said if Town Meet- 
ing does not approve the addi- 


tional money, the town will have |

mates that will cover about 120 
homes, leaving 90 without their 
expected sewer hook-up.

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half of the year. 
the contract also had a two-part 
increase; 2 percent was awarded 
the first half of the year, and 3 
percent was given for the 
remainder of the three-year con- 
tract. However, union workers 
such as the firefighters worked 
under the conditions of the pre- 
vious contract until July 21, 
1994, when their new contract 
was signed, and were paid 
retroactively, At the annual 
Town Meeting before the con- 
tract was finalized, $353,000 
was appropriated to the com- 
pensation fund for town 
employees (not including school 
workers) after two years with 
little or no money in the 
account. 

“You are playing catch up,” 
said Town Accountant Rod 
Smith, something he calls 
“back-ending the contract.” 

Since Stapezynski has been 
town manager, there have been 
cost-of-living increases awarded 
for each contract, but negotia- 
tions have been completed 
behind schedule repeatedly. 

Firefighter Union President 
Jim Landry said he has had a 
few meetings with the town 
manager, but there is only so 
much that can happen at the

negotiating table until the town 
has money to work with, 

“Buzz said he had nothing 
for us, so Why waste his time 
and our time. His hands are ted 
until he knows what he can 
negotiate, said Landry. 

Landry said before Stapezyn- 
ski was the town manager con- 
tract negotiations were settled 
on time. Landry said he wants to 
have contracts signed on time. 

Smith said history shows 
contract negotiations under 
Stapezynski appear to be 18 
months to two years behind 
schedule. 

“If history repeats itself we 
won't see any money out of this 
for 18 months,” said Smith. “Is 
that right? It’s not my call. It 
could be negotiated differently, 
but it isn’t. You know there is 
going to be a cost-of-living 
increase every year in theory.” 

So why does Andover need 
to approve this money now? 
Next year, Andover can only 
raise taxes 2.5 percent plus the 
tax on new growth. Approving 
Article | allows the town to 
raise more money this year to 
pay for raises, and have a high- 
er starting point for taxes next 
year. 

At least two-thirds of the 


Special Town Meeting voters 
will need to favor raising prop- 
erty taxes and transferring the 
money into a stabilization fund. 
In the spring, another two-thirds 
vote will be needed to authorize 
the town to use the money for 
cost-of-living increases or any 
other aspect of the operating 
budget. 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski has said the article 
does not specify how the money 
must be used so that it can cover 
unexpected expenses such as 
increased heath-care, snow- 
removal or utility costs. He said 
the money will, in some form, 
be used in the operating budget. 
Stapezynski has not said exactly 
how much of the money would 
be used to cover raises. A | per- 
cent pay raise for all town and 
school employees would cost 
the town about $600,000. 

The compensation fund for 
raises is currently at zero. 

“The well is dry, every 
penny is budgeted,” said Smith. 


“You can only deal with what 
you have.

ing his picture taken by his mother.

Finegold fights off Eldracher

The atmosphere at Dylan's 
Bar and Grill on Park Street

tory for Democratic candidates 
reelected to the state legislature. 

In a hard-fought battle for 
17th Essex State Representative 
seat, incumbent Barry Finegold 
won Andover voters’ support 
against Republican challenger 
Erik Eldracher of Tewksbury.

“If there was 
something more we 
could have done, then 
there would be rea- 
son for disappoint- 
ment. But we put in | 
100 percent,” he said. 

When asked if 
he’d be back on 
Andover’s political ji 
scene in the future, 
Eldracher replied,

I IS NOW OFFICIALLY gut-check time for 
the Andover High varsity football team. 

After running roughshod over winless 
Methuen, 45-0, the undefeated Merrimack 
Valley Conference co-leaders are entering 
the most difficult part of their 2004 sched- 
ule.

With the Electoral Col- 
lege, it is possible that the 
candidate who wins the most 
votes will not be selected as 
president. Some people think 
the popular vote should de- 
termine the winner. However, 
other people are reluctant to 
change a system that has 
worked well for over 200 
years. 

The presidential winner 
lost the popular vote only four 
times since the totals were 
recorded in 1824. 

That year, Andrew Jack- 
son got 153,544 votes to John 
Quincy Adams’ 108,740 votes. 
Neither man won an absolute 
majority in the Electoral Col- 
lege. The House of Represen- 
tatives, with one vote per 
state, selected Adams. 


In 1876, Rutherford B. ¢ 


Hayes lost the popular vote to 
Samuel J. Tilden, 4,036,298 


to 4,300,590 but won the &§ 


presidency. 

Grover Cleveland got 
more votes than Benjamin 
Harrison in 1888 but lost in 
the Electoral College. Cleve- 
land won outright in 1884 and 
1892 

In 2000, George W. Bush 
lost the popular vote to 
Albert Gore Jr., 50,456,062 
to 50,996 582, but won in the 
Electoral College 271-266

na RESIDENTS have spent the last decade 
watching their taxes rise substantially, while 
several major projects have spun out of control. 
When residents celebrated the town’s 350th anniver- 
sary in 1996, the owner of the average single-family 
home was paying $3,684 in taxes. This fiscal year, 
less than a decade later, the owner of the average sin- 
gle-family home will pay about $5,900 in taxes. The 
Andover High School project, new safety center and 
sewer expansion project each have run years behind 
schedule and more than $1 million over their respec- 
tive budget. 

Now, at a Special Town Meeting on Nov. 9, town 
leaders will ask for two things. 

First, they will ask for residents to approve a no- 
strings-attached $600,000 tax hike, less than seven 
months after the last increase. They will do this 
because they did not include any money in the annu- 
al budget for employee raises, even though all town 
contracts expired in June. But they offer no guaran- 
tees the money will even be spent on raises. 

Second, they will ask for another $2.5 million to 
finish the sewer job. They will do this less than seven 
months after asking for an extra $1.25 million to fin- 
ish this project. 

Many longtime residents worried about having to 
move because they cannot keep up with their sky- 
rocketing property taxes. The time has come to say 
enough is enough. 

Rejecting a mid-fiscal year tax hike seems a rea- 
sonable place to start. That’s why it makes sense to 
vote No on Article 1. 

Residents who want to send a message that they 
are angry because the town keeps producing projects 
that are years late and millions of dollars over budget 
might be tempted to reject the request for 
$2.5 million extra to finish the sewer-expansion pro- 
ject. But rejecting the sewer project is not the way to 
send a message. Fellow residents have been 
promised sewer connections, and in some cases have 
health-department variances relying on this project. 

Also, the project is not paid for through taxes. 
Two-thirds of the cost is paid for through betterments 
charged to those benefitting from the project. The 
remaining one-third is paid for by current sewer 
users, 

Special Town Meeting should approve the extra 
money to finish the sewer project, and vote Yes on 
Article 2. 

However, residents can and should use the Special 
Town Meeting to demand answers from leaders. Res- 
idents deserve to know: will anyone be held account- 
able for the problems? The town manager, the mati 
responsible for large projects, must explain why the 
$2.5 million extra in sewer costs were not anticipat- 
ed in April. 

Selectmen need to say if they find this acceptable. 
During the years the selectmen have reviewed the 
town manager — and they did not always do this - 
they have done so behind closed doors. Selectmen 
have kept their individual evaluations of the town 
manager secret, emerging from secret sessions with 
only a tame joint evaluation. Last year, they offered 
the town manager not only a raise but a bonus, too. 

Selectmen should evaluate the manager in public 
so that the town can know what sort of standards are 
being set by their individual elected officials. Resi- 
derits should demand to know what kind of job the 
selectmen themselves are doing. Until town leaders 
are willing to do this, they should not emerge from 
behind closed doors to ask for more money to finish 
mismanaged projects.

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Red Sox Fever: A World Series victory — at last!

OME PEOPLE THOUGHT they 
would never see the Red 
Sox win the World Series 
in their lifetime. 

Salvatore “Sully” Savinelli, 
celebrating his 97th birthday this 
Saturday, has lived to see 
Boston’s former underdogs win 
twice. Even though it took 86 
years in between, Savinelli didn’t 
mind the wait. 

“I don’t follow the game regu- 
larly, or know all the statistics,” 
admits the fairweather fan. “But 
everyone’s a fan when they win. 
They played a good game.” 

The longtime Andover resi- 
dent, and his wife Elizabeth, 88, 
remember the days when The 
Babe ruled Boston and the 
game’s season came to a close in 
the early days of September. 

In 1918, long before “The 
Curse” was a common associa- 
tion with Red Sox baseball, 
Savinelli was 10 and Boston - 
then the best team in baseball - 
won their first and last champi- 
onship game. 

Until now. 

“So many of us have waited so 
long,” said Dave McGillivray, 
organizer of Andover’s Feaster 
Five Road Race, in an e-mail. 

Now 40, McGillivray said he 
and his brother, Alan, have been 
following the Red Sox since the 
two were just boys in Little 
League. 

After waiting’ through a life- 
time of losses, McGillivray, and 
millions like him, experienced 
what it felt like to win in baseball. 

And then, beyond what he 
could have ever imagined, his 
luck got even better. 

McGillivray was asked to sup- 
ply his truck to cart photogra- 
phers along crowded Boston 
streets for the Red Sox victory 
parade last Saturday. 

“I awoke (that) morning at 4 
a.m., thinking I would just stay 
home and watch the parade on 
TV,” McGillivray said. 

Dut a phone call from a friend 
changed McGillivray’s mind 
without a moment's hesitation. 

“You could feel the excitement 


along Boylston Street building 
and building,” he said. “But it 
truly didn’t seem like a rowdy or 
boisterous crowd, just a happy 
and proud group.” 


McGillivray’s vehicle took off 


from the Fenway outfield about 
10:15 a.m., leading the parade 
with all the Red Sox players trail- 
ing close behind in Duck Boats. 

The rolling caravan was show- 
ering cheering fans — a reported 5 
million in attendance — with con- 
fetti and blaring Queen’s We Are 
the Champions. 

McGillivray, who is also the 
race director for the Boston 
Marathon, said the parade’s atten- 
dance was even greater than the 
famous annual athletic event that 
draws in an international audi- 
ence. 

“The crowds were 10 deep, 
then 20 deep, then 30 deep,” 
recalled McGillivray. “Hanging 
out on buildings, on ledges, on 
street light poles, on each other's 
shoulders.” 

Describing the visual riot as a 
“triathlon” with fans walking, rid- 
ing and floating, McGillivray was 
surprised to spot his two sons, 
Ryan and Max, among the bodies 
stretching out for miles. 

After two hours of total 
euphoria, McGillivray waxes 
poetic as he compares crossing 
the Boston Marathon finish line 
on Boylston Street to the long run 
it took for the Red Sox nation to 
live in that moment. 

“True, it is only a game,” 
admits McGillivray. “The true 
heroes are overseas right now, 
and in the classrooms, and in the 
operating rooms and in our own 
homes. But... for the first time in 
my adult life, | was truly over- 
whelmed to be tossed in the mid- 
dle of something quite so spe- 
cial.” 

For fans new and old, the 
moment when the Red Sox put 86 
years of superstitions behind 
them, will undoubtedly be 
revered as the single greatest 
sports win in New England’s his- 
tory for years to come. 

Gerry Gustus of 5 Fern Road 
predicted the Red Sox would win 


the World Series in an e-mail 
Aug. 21. A lifelong fan, he said 
the “Evil Empire” in New York 
would be no match for this year’s 
edition of the Red Sox. 

The Sox not only marked a 
milestone in baseball, but also 


marked a milestone in the life of 


Andover resident John 
Formichella. 

Formichella received an unfor- 
gettable gift on his 18th birthday 
— a trip to St. Louis to watch the 
Red Sox play in Game 4 of the 
World Series. 

“I was expecting them to blow 
the lead, the way they always 
blow the lead,” Formichella con- 
fessed. “We're so used to losing. I 
thought they would win the first 
three games and lose the last 
four.” 

Towards the end of the game 
that ended all the others, 
Formichella heard something 
amazing. 

“Cardinal fans were cheering 
‘Let’s go Sox!’” he said. “I think 
they just appreciated the fact that 
we deserved it. It was awesome.” 

When the Sox pulled off what 
was said to be unthinkable for so 
many years, Formichella recalls 
just falling back in his seat, 
unable to comprehend what was 
going on. 

“I was so shocked that at first, 
I felt no emotion at all, just awe,” 
he said. 

“An 85-year old Red Sox fan 
came over to me and said, ‘This is 
for the win,’ then he gave me 
another cigar and said it was for 
next time.” 

Formichella said the cigar the 
old timer puffed on was a relic he 
had hung onto for 86 years. The 
stale tobacco was a gift from the 
senior’s own father to be savored 
for the Sox’s next championship 
game. 

Will Formichella be able to 
smoke his second cigar before 
another 86 years pass by? 

“T think it’s going to be a long 
time before we win again, but | 
don’t care,” Formichella said. 

“We did it, and now we can 
take a break for another few 
decades.”

TOP ISSUES 


Growing town high on projects, low on land 


By Andrea Gregory 

Andover is a growing town 
and in the past several years it 
has committed to a number of 
large construction projects. 
After finishing two new schools, 
three school renovations or 
expansions, and a new public 
safety center, the town is now 
working to complete the largest 
sewer expansion in its history. 

Currently, the sewer expan- 
sion job is years behind its orig- 
inal schedule and is estimated 
to be more than $3.5 million 
over budget. That makes the 
sewer project a hot topic in 
town. Another issue due for 
continued debate is whether the 
town should build a new senior 
center. Residents are expected 
to vote on the issue at 2005 
Town Meeting. 

A private group is continu-

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ing to try to raise the money to 
build a youth center, and 2005 
could be a crucial year for the 
effort. 

Like other communities, 
Andover is also wrestling with 
budget issues. All town union 
contracts have expired and the 
town is negotiating new con- 
tracts. But it is doing so after not 
including any money for raises 
in the town budget. 


Will the town build a new senior center? That 
issue is expected to be actively debated at 
this year’s annual Town Meeting in April. 


Land issues 

While Andover remains a 
growing town, developers are 
finding it harder to find large 
tracts of land. Instead, they are 
scraping together remaining 
plots and attempting to develop 
on a smaller scale, said Planning 
Director Steve Colyer .Plans 
tend to be more complicated, 
requiring additional attention 
from the Planning Board. 

In 1992, Andover had fewer 
than 3,000 
acres left for 
residential 
development 
and was 82 per- 
cent developed. 
A study pre- 
dicted Andover 
would reach 
saturation by 
the year 2015. 
Today, officials 
don’t have new 
estimates on 
how long it will 
take Andover to 
reach build-out 
capacity, but 
they say devel- 
opment is mov- 
ing more slow- 
ly than predict- 
ed back in 
1992.

ria for subdivisions was rewrit- 
ten for the first time since it was 
created in 1954. This brought a 
stricter process for subdivision 
approval that might not have 
been appreciated in 1992. 

Colyer said while Andover 
projects are downsizing, the 
same can not be said for the new 
houses going up. Building larger 
homes is still the trend in 
Andover residential scene, said 
Colyer. 

The Andover Planning Board 
knows that even a one-lot subdi- 
vision can raise controversy 
among abutters and call for 
months of discussion before 
deliberation. 

“Affordable” housing devel- 
opments also can cause contro- 
versy in Andover. 

In towns and cities with less 
than 10 percent of affordable 
housing, developers can bypass 
local zoning regulations in 
exchange for making 25 percent 
of the units affordable under Ch. 
40B - the so-called “anti-snob 
zoning law”. The state considers 
more than 10 percent of 
Andover’s housing to be afford- 
able currently — giving the town 
greater control over 40B projects 
— but numbers could shift when 
the next census comes out in 
2010. All Ch. 40B comprehen- 
sive permits are reviewed by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals. Since 
Andover hit its 10 percent 
threshold, there have not been 
any more 40B applications filed 
by developers.

He grew up on 
Lowell Street and started acting 
at age 13 in the Merrimack 
Repertory Theater. He graduated 
from Andover High School in 
1981 where he will always be 
remembered for both his football 
prowess and drama roles. 

But Tonight Show host Jay 
Leno is perhaps Andover’s best 
known Hollywood star. He grew 
up on Clark Road in Andover’s 
Ballardvale section. He graduat- 
ed from Andover High School in 
1968 and has returned to 
Andover regularly to meet with 
old friends or talk with Andover 
high students. Leno announced 
this year that he will retire when 
his Tonight Show contract 
expires in five years. 

Actor Robert Urich, who died 
in 2002, lived in Andover with 
his family while he filmed the 
Boston-based TV show Spenser: 
For Hire. Professional athletes 
also like the town as Bill Buckn- 
er, unfortunately best known for 
the ground ball he missed in the 
1986 World Series, lived in 
Andover while he played for the 
Red Sox. Former Boston Bruins 
player Bill Guerin also lived here 
until he was traded. 

Andover has also been home 
to many authors. Harriett Beech- 
er Stowe lived in Andover from 
1852 to 1864 while her husband 
studied at Andover Theological 
Seminary. She penned six books, 
including Uncle Tom’s Cabin, 
which many believe helped has- 
ten the onset of the Civil War. 
More than six million copies 
have been sold in 22 languages. 

Monro Leaf is perhaps 
Andover’s best-loved children’s 
author. He lived in Andover 
from 1959 to 1965 and his most 
famous book is Ferdinand the 


Bull (1936). Mary 
McGarry Morris has 
written a number of 
acclaimed books, includ- 
ing A Dangerous 
Woman, which was 
made into a major 
motion picture starring 
Debra Winger. Her first 
book, Vanished, was 
nominated for the 
National Book Award 
and the PEN/Faulkner 
Award, while Songs in 
Ordinary Time was one

Andover native Paul Monette 
won the National Book Award in 
1992 for his Becoming a Man: 
Half a Life Story about growing 
up gay in Andover. Diagnosed 
with AIDS in 1991, he wrote six 
other novels and three poetry 
books before his death in 1995. 

William Madison Wood, 
president of American Woolen 
Co. from 1905 to 1924, was 
Andover’s most famous citizen 
in his day. His was the largest 
woolen company in the world, 
with more than 40,000 workers 
in 60 different mills in eight 
states. Shawsheen Village was 
built for his managers. 

Among more local names, J. 
Everett Collins served 20 years 
as a selectman, one term on 
School Committee and 14 years 
as a state representative. He was 
a fine tenor, conductor and ath- 
lete. He is the only one elected to 
both the Athletic and Fine Arts 
Halls of Fame at Andover High 
School. The Collins Center for 
the Arts, a regional performance 
facility that also serves as 
Andover High’s auditorium, was 
dedicated to him in 1983. 

John N. Cole started the 
Townsman in 1887, as a 23-year 
old. In 1903, he was elected to 


the state legislature and in 1905 
was chosen Speaker of the 
House. In 1908 he retired, 
becoming a respected voice at 
Andover Town Meeting. 

Alice Buck, a graduate of 
Abbot Academy, the girls school 
at Phillips Academy before the 
school went co-ed, was the force 
behind Andover’s first privately 
purchased piece of conservation 
land — Indian Ridge. That was in 
1897. 

Henry Sanborn was the first 
superintendent of schools in 
town, from 1916 to 1939, and 
was a man known for his pro- 
gressive ideas. Sanborn Elemen- 
tary School is named after him. 

Cynthia E. Pike founded the 
Pike School on her sun porch at 
126 Lowell St., in 1926. She 
moved the school to 5 Porter 
Road in 1944 where it stayed 
until the current building on 
Sunset Rock Road was built in 
1963. She died in 2003. 

Joshua L. Miner founded 
Outward Bound in America. The 
former Phillips Academy profes- 
sor was known worldwide for 
the program, which uses adven- 
ture-based programs to inspire 
self-reliance and concern for 
others in youth. He died in 2001.

Ending user fees, negotiating contract part of budget challenge

As families continue paying 
fees for both extracurricular 
activities and busing their older 
students, the budget remains a 
hot topic for those concerned 
with Andover education. 

But this year another variable 
must be added to the budget 
mix: the School Committee is 
negotiating a new contract with 
the teachers union — and there is 
no money included in the budget 
for raises. 

“We're not out of the woods 
yet,” said Superintendent Clau- 
dia Bach about the school bud- 
get. “While I can realistically 
expect there won't be a margin- 
al increase, I don’t think we'll 
see a great deficit either.” 

The superintendent said the 
Andover budget process will be 


a “little delayed” this year as 16 
unions, representing both the 
town and schools, continue dis- 
cussions about salary increases. 

Last year’s budget left school 
administrators with some tough 
decisions, forcing them to elim- 
inate some academic programs 
and layoff faculty. 

At Andover High School, 
some canceled courses forced 
more students into more study 
halls. 

This year, school administra- 
tors have corrected that prob- 
lem, Bach said. Andover Public 
Schools brought in 50 new 
teachers, some as replacements 
for retiring faculty members, 
and some to teach additional 
courses at the high school. The 
high school is now in compli- 
ance with a state mandate 


requiring students to receive 990 
hours of instructional class time. 

The new hires have also 
helped to keep classes from 
overcrowding. Classrooms in all 
of Andover’s schools 
are within School 
Committee guide- 
lines, and the superin- 
tendent said a new 
study being imple- 
mented this year will 
help the school district 
prepare for future 
growth spurts in stu- 
dent population. 

Two enrollment 
studies conducted by 
the New England 
School Development 
Council, a non-profit 
organization aiding schools in 
professional development, will

While MCAS 
scores in Andover 
schools exceeded the 
state average, Bach said they fell 
slightly lower than the previous 


year’s results 

“We'll be looking into 
whether some of the cutbacks in 
textbooks and technology are 
hurting students who need 
improvement,” said the superin 
tendent. 

Bach said she hopes the 
schools will be able to restore 
some programs that were lost in 
budget cuts, and possibly bring 
back more staff. In the year 
ahead, Bach added that more 
pilot programs will be seen in 
town schools to “enhance and 
push curriculum forward.” 

“We continue to attract 
strong teachers to our schools,” 
Bach said. “I’ve never worked 
with such strong administrators. 
It’s an incredible group that con- 
tinues to lead our schools in a 
clear, sound direction.”

PUBLIC SAFETY 


After four years and some 
significant delays, workers have 
completed Andover’s new, more 
than $13 million safety center. 
The center serves as the head- 
quarters of both the police and 
fire departments, and replaced a 
smaller safety center at 32 North 
Main St. 

During the summer of 2004, 
Central Station firefighters left 
their temporary station at Spring 
Grove Cemetery, off Abbot 
Street, and moved into the fire

ELDER SERVICES 


A series of new projects is in 
the works to accommodate 
Andover’s growing population 
of seniors. 

Plans to build a larger, more 
modern senior center are now in 
the design process, according to 
selectman Mary Lyman. The 
new facility, eyed for construc- 
tion on the elevated field adja- 
cent to Doherty Middle School 
on Bartlet Street, would have 
27,000 square feet of space com- 
pared to the present center's 
11,000. Once architects Lamore- 
aux and Pagano of Worcester 
complete the blueprints, town 
officials are expecting to bring 
the project before Town Meeting 
in the spring. 

The updated meeting place 
for Andover’s elders is expected 
to provide more space for pro- 
grams including computer, exer- 
cise and wellness classes. 

Supporters say it is needed in 
part because Andover’s senior 
population is steadily growing. 
The most current census data 
shows there are 5,200 Andover 
residents older than 60 today and 
9,500 Andover residents older 
than 50. Those numbers are 
expected to swell, with more 
than 10,000 current Andover res- 


Ar 


idents expected to be older than 
60 by 2010. 

There are several affordable 
housing projects being built and 
planned in town, which some 
town officials hope will provide 
more alternatives for those earn- 
ing low to moderate incomes, 
such as the town’s senior citi- 
zens. Some older Andover resi- 
dents have left town in recent 
years because they are “house 
rich and cash poor,” meaning 
they could not afford the quickly 
growing taxes on their homes, 
which grew significantly in 
value. Andover does have a few 
programs to help ease the prop- 
erty tax burden on seniors, 
including a senior circuit breaker 
program and a tax-voucher pro- 
gram that allows seniors to vol- 
unteer their time in exchange for 
a reduction in taxes. 

The current Andover Senior 
Center attempts to meet the 
many needs of its seniors. Pat 
Becker, program coordinator at 
the center, said more than 200 
people pass through the doors of 
the Andover Senior Center on 
any given day. 

There are a variety of activi- 
ties happening at the center, 
located on Whittier Court behind 


36 Bartlet St., on the bottom 
floor of the school administra- 
tion building. Visitors come to 
socialize, take exercise Classes, 
learn crafts and cooking, or share 
a meal. 

Catherine Urquhart, acting 
director of elder services, over- 
sees the center, where the list of 
activities and programs are fre- 
quently changing. 

Open 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., Mon- 
day through Friday, the center 
offers weekly events such as 
movie matinees, yoga, low- 
impact aerobics, cribbage and 
bingo. Craft classes such as 
painting, needlework and wood- 
carving are held regularly and 
the center is also open occasion- 
ally on evenings and weekends 
to host special events. 

Bus trips to the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra, museums, 
sporting events and more can be 
found on the seniors calendar 
pages. Author visits, seminars 
and brown-bag lectures on 
health, aging and spirituality, 
along with activities partnered 
by Andover High School and 
Merrimack College students are 
popular, according to Becker.

Andover is in the middle of a 
$30 million sewer expansion 
project, the largest in town histo- 
ry. But the Department of Public 
Works has announced twice this 
year that is has run out of money 
to finish the job. 

A Special Town Meeting 
scheduled for Nov. 9 will ask 
residents to approve $2.5 million 
for the project. This request for 
additional money came a few 
months after Annual Town 
Meeting voters approved $1.25 
million extra for the project. 
Officials say there are 210 
homes still waiting to be con- 
nected as part of the project. 
Without the extra $2.5 million, 


the town estimates 90 homes 
would be left without sewer. The 
town has about $3.3 million 
remaining to continue work. 


Expanding and maintaining | | 


the town’s sewer system is only 
one of the essential operations 
performed by the Department of 
Public Works and overseen by 
Director Jack Petkus. DPW pro- 
vides the town with clean water, 
disposes of the town’s waste, and 
clears and repairs roads.

tic bags or rubber bands. 

METAL, ALUMINUM: Steel and 
tin cans and containers, and any 
materials made of aluminum. Please 
rinse and crush, if possible. Caps, 
lids and labels are OK. 

CORRUGATED CARDBOARD: 
Break down, flatten and fold boxes 
and other pieces of cardboard into 
two-by-two-feet pieces, then tie or 
tape them together and place next to 
the recycling bin. No greasy or 
food-stained items. 


How to recycle curbside 
Recyclables are banned from the 
trash. Please place glass and metal 
containers, aluminum and plastics 
on the bottom of a blue recycling 


bin or in a separate bin. Place paper 
materials in brown paper bags on 
top of the other recyclables or in a 
separate blue bin. Corrugated card- 
board must be flattened and cut up 
to 2'x2' and taped or tied in small 
bundles and should be placed next 
to the blue bin.

about restaurants, fitness centers 
and the public library. Camp- 
bell, an Andover native who 
came on board last July, is the 
facilities coordinator for the 
town. She serves as the point 
person at the building, which is 
also known as the Welcome 
Center for Andover. She gets all 
sorts of questions asked each 
day and helps residents — and 
often realtors — find the answers. 
Her office is stacked with town 
maps and brochures about pub- 
lic transportation, local athletic 
leagues, civic groups and social 
organizations. 

Her office is located near the 
convenient Post Office annex, 
which is also housed on the first 
floor of the building. The annex 
is open Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m. and Satur- 
day from 8 a.m. to noon. 

Campbell’s job also includes 
being the events planner for the 
town as she is responsible for 
booking events at the town’s 
Recreation Park, which is a pop- 
ular spot for cookouts and soft- 
ball games. She also books the 
function room located on the 
second floor of the historical 
Old Town Hall. Built in 1858, 
the building was renovated sev- 
eral times over the years and 
most recently in 1989 when the 


town moved its offices out of the 
building and spent $2 million 
renovating it, Campbell said. 
The function room, which has a 
kitchen, can be booked any day 
of the week and is most typical- 
ly reserved for private parties, 
wedding receptions, corporate 
events and fund raisers, such as 
the annual Taste of Andover. 

Campbell said she supplies a 
preferred catering list, a hotel 
list and information on any 
licenses needed for various 
events. She said the room can 
hold up to 150 people for a sit- 
down dinner and her office also 
takes care of getting the tables 
and chairs. 

Town residents get a discount 
on the booking and custodian 
fees while non-profit groups 
also get a discount.

TOWN FINANCES 


Earlier this year, Town Meet- 
ing approved a budget that offi- 
cials referred to as “risky.” There 
was no money included for cost- 
of-living pay increases for town 
and school employees, and this 
fact will be one of the hot-button 
issues this year and perhaps next. 

Despite this issue, Andover 
has a solid reputation of manag- 
ing its finances. It is one of only a 
dozen Massachusetts municipali- 
ties to receive the highest rating, 
Aaa, from Moody’s Investor Ser- 
vice, a sign of Andover’s strong 
financial planning. 

Tony Torrisi, finance and bud- 
get director, oversees the town’s 
revenue and capital spending 
with the town manager. He is 
responsible for budget manage- 
ment, financial planning and 
preparing the annual budget for 
residents at Town Meeting. He is 
also a member of the Strategic 
Planning Task Force. 

Rod Smith, town accountant, 
manages the town’s accounting 
and oversees the payroll for all 
town employees. He keeps track 
of how much the town is spend- 
ing and ensures departments are 
operating within their budgets. 
He audits town departments, and 
every year informs residents of 
the town’s financial situation. 

The office of Bruce Symmes, 
town assessor, assesses and 
records the value of every proper- 


ty in town. 

David Reilly, collector/trea- 
surer, is responsible for borrow- 
ing and investing Town Meeting- 
appropriated funds and collecting 
and dispersing the town’s money. 
His office collects payment from 
residents on their water bills, tax 
bills, motor-vehicle excise tax 
and permit fees. 

The Finance Committee is 
made up of nine members who 
review budget requests from 


department heads and the town 
manager. The Finance Commit- 
tee recommends for approval or 
disapproval of articles at Town 
Meeting, and its opinion is sought 
on other matters before the town. 
Joanne Marden is Finance Com- 
mittee chairwoman. Other mem- 
bers are Harold Wright, Timothy 
Felter, Thomas Fardy, Mary 
O’ Donoghue, Margaret Brad- 
shaw, Carl Byers, Richard Howe 
and Ray Hender. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 


Christine Metzemaekers is the 
director of the Andover Housing 
Authority, which oversees the 
rental of 282 town units. 

There is elderly housing at 
Chestnut Court, Grandview Ter- 
race, Stowe Court and Frye Cir- 
cle. Family housing is at Memor- 
ial Circle. In total, there are 218 
units that provide seniors and dis- 
abled residents with more afford- 
able housing options. Fifty-six 
units are designated for families, 
and eight units are for people 
with developmental disabilities. 

The housing authority governs 
a variety of programs including 
rental assistance and a family 
self-sufficiency program. Two 
years ago, the community service 
agency established Andover’s 


Future Housing Corp., dedicated 
to creating additional low-income 
housing for seniors and people 
living with disabilities. The board 
is hoping to make some two-bed- 
room units available to seniors 
and disabled residents in the 
future, said Metzemaekers. 

There are five members of the 
Andover Housing Authority, four 
of whom were elected during one 
of the town’s spring-time elec- 
tions. One is appointed by the 
governor. Each member serves a 
five-year term. 

Current members are: Chair- 
man Ronald Hajj, James Cutic- 
chia, Francis O’Connor, Calvin 
Deyermond and Paul Higgenbot- 
tom, who is appointed by the 
state. 


TRANSPORTATION 


MBTA commuter rail 

Massachusetts Bay Transit 
Authority trains provide commuter 
rail service between Haverhill and 
Boston for Andover residents. 
Trains stop at the commuter stations 
on Railroad and Andover streets, 
where parking is available for $2 per 
day. Zone 5 fares are one-way: $5; 
12 rides: $60; and monthly Zone 5 
pass: $170. 

The purchase of a monthly pass 
includes all MBTA bus and subway 
services (except Night Owl), Love- 
joy Wharf, Charlestown, Long 
Wharf & World Trade Center Fer- 
ries, and all “Zone 1-4” services. 

Tickets may be purchased on 
trains. When boarding at a location 
where there is a ticket office or con- 
tracted vendor, a surcharge will be 
added to the base price of the ticket, 
as follows:

Local bus service 
MVRTA offers two bus routes in 
Andover: Route 21 Andover Shut- 
tle, between the YMCA and the 
Andover Senior Center; and Route 
32, between School and North Main 
streets and the Buckley Transporta- 
tion Center, Common and Ames- 
bury streets, Lawrence; via Shaw- 
sheen Square in Andover, and Mt. 
Vernon and Broadway in Lawrence. 
To supplement that service, 
MVRTA offers the Ring and Ride 
program in Andover, tailored to 
bring services to Ballardvale. With 
Ring and Ride, residents must call 
MVRTA one day ahead to schedule 
a ride.The cost is $2 for residents or 
$1 for seniors, students, children 
and disabled riders. To schedule a 
pick up, call the MVRTA at 978- 
469-469-MVRTA (6878), Option 3. 
EZTRANS is a bus service run 
by MVRTA for elders and people 
with disabilities. Applications for 
EZTRANS are required and avail- 
able at the Andover Senior Center. 
All routes, other than Ring and 
Ride, cost $1. Senior citizens aged 
60 and older, disabled riders and 
children ages 5-12 can ride for 50 
cents. Children 5 and younger are 
allowed to ride free with an adult.

Residents and businesses 
seeking variances and special 
permits for additions, swimming 
pools and outside seating for 
restaurants need to appear 
before the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

All Chapter 40B comprehen- 
sive permits must also go before 
the zoning board. Under Chap- 
ter 40B — the so-called anti-snob 
zoning law — developers can 
skirt local zoning regulation in 
exchange for selling or renting 
25 percent of the units below 
market rate. Towns and cities 
with less than 10 percent of 
affordable housing have little 
leverage in fighting these some- 
time controversial projects. Last 
year, Andovet surpassed the 10 
percent threshold.
